“MUST BE 


Mr. de Valera, who had reviewed 
one of the most impressive military 
parades yet seen in the provinces, de- 
clared that there could be no letting 
up in the defence preparations. If 
attack should come, preparations made 
in advance would mean the saving of 
thousands of lives. If they were un- 
prepared when attack struck them it 
would mean confusion, altogether un- 
necessary loss, and, perhaps, defeat. 

Since this terrible war began, he 
sail, our sympathies have gone out to 
all the suffering peoples who have been 
dragged into it. Further hundreds of 
millions have become involved; its ex- 
tentien to the United States of 
America brings a source of anxiety and 
sorrow to every part of this land. 
There is scarcely a family here which 
has not a member or near relative in 
that country. In addition to the ties 
cf blood, there has been between our 
two nations a long association of 
friendship and regard, continuing un- 
interrupted from America’s own 
struggle for independence down to our 
own. The part that American friend- 
ship played in helping us to win the 
freedom that we enjoy in this part of 
Ireland has been gratefully recognised 
and acknowledged by our people. 


THE STATE’S POLICY 


It would be unnatural then if we 
did not sympathise in a special manner 
with the people of the United States, 
and if we did not feel with them in 
all the anxieties and trials which this 
war must bring upon them. For 
this reason strangers, who do not 
understand our conditions have begun 
to ask how America’s entry into the 
war will affect our State policy here. 
We answered that question in advance. 
The policy of the State remains un- 
changed. We can on'y be a friendly 
neutral. From the moment t war 
began there was for this State only 
one policy possible—neutrality. Our 
circumstances, our history, the incom- 
pleteness of our national freedom 
through the EAST MN of our country 
made any other policy impracticable. 
Any other policy would have divided 
our people, and for a divided nation 
to fling itself into this war would be 
to commit suicide, 

‘Of necessity we adopted the policy 
of neutrality; but we have been under 
10 illusions about it. We have been 
fully alive to the difficulties and 
dangers which it brought. We aré 
fully aware that in a world at war 
each set of belligerents are ever ready 
to regard those who are not with them 
as against them, but the course we 
have followed is a just course. God has 
heen pleased to save us during the 
vears of war that have already passed. 
We pray that He may be pleased to 
save us to the end, but we must do 
our part. '

THE RUSSIAN 
VICTORIES 


The Times remarks to-day in a lead- 
ing article;—The news from the 
Russian front from hostile.sources, as 
well as from Moscow and Kuibyshev, 
makes it clearer than ever that the 
counter-offensive which recaptured 
Rostov was not merely a fine local 
success, but also a symptom of a new 
situation developing all over the battle 
zcne, ‘The fighting in the Moscow area 
was very different in character from 
ihe engagements on the Donetz and 
the Don, but the result of the battle 
in each case has been the defeat of a 
German assault, followed by a Russian 
counter-offensive. Departing for once 
from its customary reticence, the 
Russian High Command has given 4 
remarkable picture of the Jast German 
cflensive against Moscow, including the 
enemy s complete order of battle. In 
itself sure proof that there have been 
extensive captures of prisoners and 
documents. The German plan must 
have been to captures Moscow by en- 
velopment; for it was on the flanks 
that the enemy massed almost all his 
armoured and mobile strength, the 
central atfack being mainly carried out 
by infantry formations of the normal 
type. The figures given bear witness 
that this was a truly formidable host. 

In fact, our Special Correspondent 
in Moscow reports that between Lalinin 
and Tula fifty-one divisions are 
believed to be retreating. The objec- 
tives which the flanking pincers were 
designed to reach hefore they began to 
close were as distant as Dmitrov, on 
the Vologda Railway, in the north, 
and Kolomna, some sixty miles due 
south-east of Moscow, in the south. 

Here there was no sudden counter- 
stroke out of the blue as at Rostov. 
From November 16 to December 5 the 
Russians fought a stubborn defensive 
battle, with local counter-attacks when- 
ever the pressure became particularly 
heavy. And very heavy it was at 
times on both flanks, where the situa- 
tion was more than once described by 
our Allies as grave. Yet nowhere was 
the enemy’s progress on anything like 
the scale of his previous offensives, 
many of his assaults were completely 
routed aud many others were nipped 
in the bud. On December 6 the Red 
Army gave extraordinary proof of its 
tenacity and endurance, after so fierce 
a test by turning to the offensive all 
along the Moscow front. This new 
phase has not been long in progress, 
and the distances so far covered have 
not been great by comparison with the 
vastness of the front and the enemy’s 
deep penetration into Russia. But the 
results cannot be measured by distance 
only, It is the nature of the victory 
that counts.

So if you live in the country and 
want to go home for Christmas you 
would be well advised to do something 
about it today.

danger of embroilment—a thought which 
has been present in most people’s minds 
for the past week—but he certainly did 
not convey an impression that the danger 
had lessened in any respect. ‘‘In the 
years ahead,’’ said Mr. de Valera, '' we 
cannot afford either idleness, waste or in- 
discipline.”” The State’s policy remains, 
as it has been hitherto, a policy of 
neutrality; with the United States, so 
closely bound to this nation not only by 
ties of blood, but by a ‘‘long association 
of friendship and regard,” Ireland can 
sympathise in a special manner, but ‘‘ we 
can only be a friendly neutral.’’ Yet the 
fact remains—we do not think that the 
Taoiseach will deny it—that the main- 


precarious accordingly as more and more 
nations are drawn into the war. In- 
creasingly greater efforts are needed to 
preserve it. The fighting forces, whose 
strength is among the chief bulwarks of 
neutrality, must grow stronger and 
stronger. At the best, a well-trained and 
efficient army will cause even a powerful 
nation to think twice about an assault 
upon this country; at the worst, it will 
make the difference between dishonourable 
capitulation and an honourable resistance. 
Hardly less necessary are the ‘‘ emergency 
services,’ on which will depend the 
people’s physical safety. If attack should 
come, says Mr. de Valera, preparations 
made in advance would mean the saving 
of thousands of lives; unpreparedness 
would mean ‘‘confusien, altogether un- 
necessary loss and, perhaps, defeat.”’ 
Such preparedness will involve the height 
of sacrifice—from everybody. Thousands 
of young men must abandon their hopes 
of a civil career and join the Army; 
thousands of others must forswear the 
leisure which has meant so much to them 
hitherto and train as intensively as pos- 
sible with the Local Defence Force. Men 
of riper years, even those who had reason 
to expect that the stress and strain of 
youth were over, can, and must, find work 
with the Local Security Force or the 
A.R.P. organisation. Women, too, have 
If, at the least, they try 
to ensure that they and their children 
will be reasonably safe fn the event of 
an air raid, they will be doing work of 
national service. 

In one very material respect America’s 
entrance into the war is almost certain 
to entail greater hardship for this State. 
We may face the fact that there will be 
few or no supplies from across the 
Atlantic. Admittedly, cargoes from the 
United States have been rare within the 
last year; but this country has been able, 
at least, to reckon on an occasional ship- 
load of wheat, such as that which arrived 
in Dublin last week. Even this small 
assistance will cease from henceforward. 
The United States has been attacked by 
a truly formidable opponent. In addi- 
tion to supplies for her allies, the fighting 
democracies, she must see to her own 
stores; and, in particular,’ she must con- 
serve her shipping. Ireland, in the 
nature of things, must be driven even 
more rigidly in upon herself. To all 
intents and purposes, this State must 
become self-sufficient to an unprecedented’ 
degree. Virtually every nation that might 
have exported goods to us is at war; and 
the few that have contrived to retain their 
neutrality cannot do trade with us because 
the danger to shipping is too great. Such 
a condition of affairs, as it is without pre- 
cedent, demands also an effort without 
precedent. Unless the farmers are pre- 
pared to work as they never worked 
before, many Irish people will starve, and 
far more will go hungry. The country’s 
united efforts will not be enough to en- 
sure a sufficiency of fuel during the 
present winter; but brains and energy 
can combine to make the best use of what 
supplies will be available. We wonder 
if the people, as a whole, are yet con- 
scious of the anxiety that the next few 
months will bring, even if the threat of 
war fails to materialise. Three-quarters 
of the population of the twenty-six 
counties seem to believe that there is no 
immediate need of preparation; some 
miracle will intervene, perhaps, to change 
every sod of turf into a couple of tons; 
in any case—they seem to reason—it will 
be time enough to think of danger when 
it arrives. That, unfortunately, will be 
too late. The time for action is now, 
while it still is possible to work out 
efficient systems of distribution, to plan 
and preach methods for the conservation 
‘of waste—in a sentence, to do something. 
Sometimes one is driven to ask if nothing 
except a severe shock—a shock far more 
severe than any hitherto experienced— 
will spur the rank and file of the people 


to action.

Turkeys and plum-puddings always were 
luxuries. They were festive fare, and, 
while nearly every family in these islands 
was able to include them in its Christmas 
dinner, very few incomes would have run 
to turkey and plum-pudding every week, 
even if digestions could have stood up to 
it. Last year the price of turkeys was 
so high that many families had to sacrifice 
that part of the Christmas tradition, and 
this year, with the fruits necessary for 
the plum-pudding costing more than ever 
before, the annual gastronomic celebration 
may be very little different from an average 
Sunday dinner. Nobody will die on that 
account. Indeed, many small boys may 
feel a great deal better on the 26th of 


any previous Boxing Day. That is not to 
say that the turkey and the plum-pudding 
will be banished entirely from the ‘‘ festive 
board.’’ By economies in other directions 
thousands of housewives will contrive, 
without a doubt, to meet the cost of pro- 
viding their families with a table that 
includes all the time-henoured comestibles. 
Turkey and plum-pudding apart, however, 
it may safely be said that Irish families 
this year will have better Christmas 
dinners than the families in any other 
country in Europe. It is only necessary 
to walk past the provision shops in any 
street in the city of Dublin to realise the 
wealth of food that is available. It is 
difficult to reconcile the windows packed 
with succulent viands with the fact that 
wars are raging in virtually every part 
Nobody who has money 
should have a dull Christmas. However, 
it is well to bear in mind that there are

thousands who have either no money at all, 
or so little that the treasures of the food 
shops are beyond their means. Charity is 
an essential part of the Christmas tradi- 
tion, and, when plans are being made for 
the celebration of the holiday, the true 
Christian will pause to think of those who 
are less fortunate than himself.

Tooth Picks 


" From America comes a very encouraging 
piece of news which shows that, even 
though the American nation may have 
become embroiled in the greatest conflict 
the world ever has known, the American 
people have not become careless over little 
details. It seems that for some time past 
the peopfe have been noticing slight 
divergences in the dimensions of their 
tooth-picks, and, being a methodical race, 
have signified their displeasure at these 
small thing, one must 
admit; but attention to such seemingly 
unimportant details is a hall-mark of the 
great man, or, for that matter, of the 
great nation. The Americans are so par- 
ticular about this little matter that a 
special delegation has been called to discuss 
the question and to make an investigation 
into the ideal dimensions for a tooth-pick 
with a view to official standardisation. 
They are keen to establish, once and for 
all, the dimensions of the all-American 
tooth-pick, which will, they undoubtedly 
hope, become a model for the tooth-picks 
of other less enlightened nations which 
still persist in the barbarous use of pared 
match-sticks. It is difficult to understand 
precisely why the exact dimensions of the 
tooth-pick should be so rigorously limited ; 
the authorities may have as their object 
the conserving of wood, or the prevention 
of profiteering by the sale of under-size 
tooth-picks, or it may be that the people 
have become accustomed to a certain type 
of tooth-pick, and that the difference of 
one-sixteenth of an inch here or there 
makes all the difference as far as their 
manipulation of the ‘‘instrument’’ is 
concerned. Whatever the reason may be, 
it is gratifying to see that this enter- 
prising nation is not allowing the war to 
upset its sense of proportion. It is 
somehow fitting that a country which 
turns out young men and women in mass 
production style, cut to a pattern set in 
Hollywood by Mr. Mickey Rooney or Miss 
Deanna Durbin, should insist also that the 
products of this civilisation should doctor 
their teeth with the best type of tooth-pick 
that modern science can provide, chosen 
by a delegation of experts and standardi

obtaining butter from Australia and 
Zealand should mean a reduction in the 
butter ration. There will be less i 
available from the United States. It is 
almost certain that the extra cheese ration 
will be modified. Whatever happens, how- 
ever, Britain will be fed—immense stocks 
and reserves of wheat and flour are widely 
distributed al] over the country. A com- 
rehensive statement on the situation will 
made by Lord Woolton in the House 
of Lords in the near future, He will be 
able to count on far fewer foodships from 
Australia and New Zealand. Neither were 
important suppliers of beef, but substan- 
tial quantities of butter and cheese and 
large quantities of mutton and lamh were 
shipped. No immediate cut in the meat 
ration is anticipated. It is just possible 
that a return to the old sugar ration of 
eight ounces a week may be necessary. 
This was increased last month to twelve 
ounces. The retail price of all varieties of 
sugar for domestic consumption is being 
reduced by a penny a pound to-morrow. 
Lord Woolton will need more fat cattle 
from Eire. Fire stores will also be in 
greater demand. The British Ministry of 
Agriculture policy of pulling down herds 
has been somewhat modified in recent 
weeks, since more feeding-stuffs are to be 
provided for the British farmer in the

Noted Irish-American Attorney 


Seventeen thousand people were present 
at the recent obsequies of Mr. Charles 
Felix Kelly, District-Attorney for Phila- 
delphia since 1932, and a Jawyer of con- 
siderable resource, who took part in the 
most outstanding criminal cases in Phila- 
delphia during the present generation. 
When Assistant District-Attorney, to 
which position he was appointed in 1918, 
he successfully prosecuted “ Scarface Al ’’ 
Capone for carrying a deadly weapon. Of 
County Tyrone parentage, the District- 
Attorney, who was fifty-nine, was self- 
made. As a schoolboy he delivered news- 
papers at 4.30 each morning, so that he 
could attend the Central High School, and 
when a bookkeeper and manager with the 
Guarantee Trust and Safe Deposit he 
studied law at night, graduating in 1910 
at the head of his class. 


Food Infestation 


In normal times, when food stocks are 
turned over much more rapidly than at 
present. the danger of serious infestation 
by insects is relatively small. The pro- 
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cesses by which grain, rice and other com- 
-medities are put away before they are 
used entirely remove all trace of any 
insects which may have found their way 
into the stocks. At present, however, 
pe kee stocks are larger, and are being held 
fora mnch greater length of time, stricter 
precautions are necessary, During the 
past summer there were one or two 
examples of food cdrgoes arriving in 
Britain containing what might have 
developed into a serious insect infestation. 
Prompt measures were taken to deal with 
these cargoes, and the Ministry of Food 
are now taking measures to deal with 
any. further cases of insect or other infes- 
tation when the warm weather, which 
tends to encourage them, returns. An 
Order, which comes into force on January 
1st, requires all whose business is con- 
cerned with the warehousing of foodstuffs 
or animal feeding-stuffs, and whose 
premises become infested in any way with 
pests, to notify the Ministry at once, so 
that immediate de-infestation may take 
place. 


Travel Restrictions 


Before proceeding home this Christmas 
and travelling between. Wednesday next 
and Christmas Eve, Irish people in 
Britain must have a sailing ticket in 
addition to the usual travel exit permit.

Str,—Cordial greeting to 
Dudley Fletcher, and to his tribute to 
Jim Larkin, the Irish labour ledder.

NEW YORK, Sunday.—

U.S. CLAIMS 


MANILA, Sunday.—The situation in 
the Philippines, ‘‘ both: on the ground 
and in the air was well in hand as 
the first week of military operations 
came to a close,” says an official 
communiqué from American Army 
Headquarters to-day. ‘‘ U.S, bombers 
have already sunk four Japanese troop- 
ships and damaged three others. 

A résumé of the week’s fighting from 
the office of  Lieutenant-General 
MacArthur, Commander-in-Chief of the 
U.S. Army Forces in the Far East, 
said that the Japanese transports were 
attacked north of Luzon, where they 
were trying to reinforce landing parties 
near Vigan and Aparri. The Japanese 
had carried out 14 major air attacks 
on the Philippines, losing at least 40 
*planes. 

General MacArthur said that a 
Philippine Army division had smashed 
the Japanese landing at Lingayan, on 
the west coast of Luzon, and U.S. 
bombers had seriously hampered other 
forces which sseched the shore “in 
Jimited numbers” at Legaspi, Vigan 
and Aparri. 


JAPANESE CLAIMS 


LONDON, Sunday— ‘Naval domina- 
tion in the Pacific is already in Japan’s 
hands.” writes Admiral Nakamura in 
the Tokyo newspaper, Yomiuri Shimbun, 
quoted by German radio to-night. 
“The U.S. boastfully announced their 
willingness to defend America on the 
Japanese coast,” he writes. ‘‘How- 
ever, the Japanese Navy has proved 
that Japan’s defence is on the coast- 
line of the United States.

SHOULD COMPANY LAW 
BE AMENDED ? 


At a meeting of the Council of the 
Federation of Irish Manufacturers, 
Ltd.—-Mr. M. W. O’Reilly, President, 
presiding—it was unanimously agreed 
to form a special committee for the pur- 
pose of examining how far company 
legislation based on the English Act of 
1908 required amendment for the pro- 
tection of shareholders and the general 
public. It was agreed to investigate 
the findings of the Government Com- 
mission, which over ten years ago 
pointed out the necessity of introducing 
many of the changes ‘made by the 
English Companies Act of 1929 and 
wigich were fully applicable to Irish 
conditions. Members were unanimously 
of the opinion that company law should 
be so framed to make it as difficult as 
possible for those in charge of industry 
to depart from their lawful grip asap 
and that it was the essential duty of 
the Federation to protect the reputa- 
tion of Irish industry by continually 
watching the effect of changing 
economic conditions on all legislation 
affecting the promotion and conduct of 
business. 

The members expressed sympathy in 
connection with the deaths of Mr. John 
O'Neill and Mr. John J. Reddin.

CREDIT EXPANSION 


A good recovery in markets would 
follow the receipt of any encouraging 
war news, but, even without it, it is 
to be expected that the effect of what 
may be called a necessitous demand 
will gradually tell upon prices. Much 
of this investment demand will be for 
the banks, because their resources in 
the shape of deposits must go on ex- 
panding while the war lasts. The 
banks are virtually compelled to add to 
their investment holdings, and while 
the addition mainly takes the form of 
new War Loans, it would not be sur- 
prising if part of the increased re- 
sources was used in supporting the 
older Gilt-edged securities. 

There is some connection between “the 
increase in bank denosits and the growth 
of the note circulation of the Bank of 
England. the total of which continues to 
establish a new high record every week. 
Because of this growth. the various reasons 
for which have been previonsly mentioned 
in these notes. it has been necessary to 


enlarge the fiduciary issue by another 
£50,000,000 fo £780,000,000. the fourth 
increase of this amount since about the 


middie of 1940. The growth of the note 
circulation does not necessarily mean credit 
inflation. a condition which can he kept 
at bay if a large proportion of the country’s 
greatly swollen wages bill is saved sad 
lent to the Government instead of being 
spent in the purchase of unessentia! articles.
